Four Reasons Why No Church 
Should Have A Woman Preacher 


BY THE EDITOR 


Every few days some question 
comes to the editor of this paper 
about the Scriptural place of wom- 
en in the churches. Today I an- 
swered a letter from a member of 
a church contemplating calling a 
woman preacher as pastor. I gave 
the following four reasons why it 
would be unscriptural and wrong 
to do so. 

“There are many conclusive evi- 
dences that God never wants a 
woman to be pastor of a church. I 
will give you some of these evi- 
dences. 

“1. The plain Scriptures forbid- 
ding a woman to teach or have au- 
thority over men in the churches. 
I refer especially to two. One is 
in. First Corinthians 14:34, 35, 
which says: 

“"Let your women keep sil- 
ence in the churches: for it is 


not permitted unto them to 
speak; but they are command- 
ed to be under obedience, as 
also saith the law. 

“ ‘And if they will learn any 
thing, let them ask their hus- 
bands at home: for it is a 
shame for women to speak in 
the church.” 


“That scripture plainly com- 
mands a woman to keep silent in 
the church: and if she wants to 
know anything, she is to ask her 
husband at home. That would not 
allow of any woman pastor, cer- 
tainly. And that rule given for the 
church at Corinth is just as bind- 
ing on every other church. 


“As far as speaking with au- 
\thority, addressing the whole 
church, a woman is simply not to 
do it. She is to be in silence.

An Interview With 


DR. H. A. IRONSIDE 


Pastor, Moody Memorial Church 
Chicago, Illinois 


Some of my most interesting ex- 
periences as I have been engaged 
in itinerant evangelism and Bible- 
teaching work throughout. the 
years have been on railroad trains, 
for there one comes in contact with 
all sorts and conditions of people, 
and there are often splendid op- 
portunities for witnessing for 
Christ. 


The incident I am about to relate 
occurred a number of years ago 
when with my wife and elder son, 
who was then but a little boy, I 
was laboring in one of the north- 
western provinces in Canada. We

“From these scriptures I learned 
that I am a priest, set apart in 
Christ Jesus as a worshipper, and 
that it is my blessed privilege to 
be Christ’s representative in this 
wortd, seeking to make known the 
riches of His grace to others.” 


Smiling, the Franciscan said, “I 
understand now what you meant in 
saying that you are a catholic 
priest. But you are not a member 
of the true church which Jesus 
Christ founded on Saint Peter.” 

This led to a long though friend- 
ly discussion as to the nature of 
the true church, and also as to 
Peter’s relation to it, and from this 
we went on to talk of new birth, 
the sacraments — particularly the 
real nature of the Lord’s Supper 
and the purpose for which it was 
given—and such themes as pur- 
gatory, prayers to saints, the rela- 
tive place of faith and good works, 
and other subjects. In a friendly 
way we discussed the many other 
topics concerning which Romanists 
and Protestants differ. The Fran- 
ciscan confessed frankly that he 
was at a loss in keeping up his 
side in such a discussion because 
of the fact that he was, he regret- 
ted to say, not familiar with the 
Bible. He told me that his studies 
had largely occupied him with the 
writings of the Fathers and the de- 
crees of the church, and that he 
realized that he had not read the 
Holy Scriptures as carefully as he 
should have done. I thought I 
could detect a yearning for some- 
thing deeper than he had ever 
known, as he opened up his heart 
along certain lines which I do not 
feel free to commit to paper. 

He shared our lunch with us, and 
was most gracious and friendly 
throughout the whole day. As eve- 
ning drew on, our train pulled into 
the station of the city where I was 
to preach that night. A relative of 
mine, at whose home we were to 
be entertained, was. waiting for us, 
and was a bit surprised when we 
two “priests’’ deseended the steps 
of the car together. My cousin took 
charge of my wife and little boy, 
while the “priests’’ walked on ahead 
conversing all the way about the 
great truths that have to do with 
} our salvation. 

Finally we reached the corner 
where our ways must part — he to 
go to the right to the monastery, 
and I to the left to my cousin’s 
home. He became more and more 
interested, and as we were about 
to separate, he said, “I wish you 
could come up to the monastery 
and spend the evening with me! I 
cannot ask the lady to come, as 
it is contrary to our rules, but if 
you could possibly spare the eve- 
ning I would be so glad to talk 
with you further, and I would have 
an opportunity there of showing 
you just what the Fathers have 
said. We could consult many books 
in the library, which I think might 
help to make some of my points 
clear to you.”

BOOK REVIEWS

CLIMBING, by Rosalind Go- 
forth. This is a companion volume 
to Goforth of China by the same 
author. It is the life story of Mrs. 
Goforth written by herself, and is 
worthy of a place beside that mas- 
terly missionary biography. Mrs. 
Goforth learned to love Mr. Goforth 
when he was only a shabby and 
eccentric student, but in him she 
saw the devoted genuis which was 
not recognized by others until far 
later. Mrs. Goforth, of a brilliant 
family, a talented artist, hence- 
forth made her life ideal simply ‘‘to 
be worthy of Jonathan Goforth,” 
and she climbed toward that ideal 
continually. The value of the book 
lies particularly in the honest con- 
fessions it contains, the struggles 
against pride, against temper, 
against unbelief. It records many 
marvelous answers to prayer, how 
this mother of eleven children trav- 
eled continually with her husband 
and gave herself unremittingly to 
missionary toil, how she learned the 
secret of the fullness of the Spirit, 
how she learned to forgive; these 
make this book one of the frankest 
and most valuable studies in the 
growth of Christian character. It is 
written brilliantly, written with 
such whimsy, such delicacy, such 
fidelity and such whole-hearted 
longing to please the Lord that it 
thrills the soul.

YOU might be saved. Will you re- 
ceive Him NOW as your OWN per- 
sonal Saviour?

“Now,” I said, ‘““Let us have just 
a word of prayer.” We did, clos- 
ing just as the car came up. He 
said, as he ran to the car, “I want 
to thank you for what you have 
done for me today.”

He said, “You 
know, I had a very peculiar experi- 
ence. One day I was standing down 
here on the corner waiting for a 
street car and some one on a bi- 
cycle rode up in front of me and 
asked me if I was saved.” He said, 
“T was not then, but while I was 
standing there on the corner, I re- 
ceived Christ as my personal Sav- 
iour. Yes, Sir, I am saved.” 

Well, that was too much for me. 
Tears of joy soon filled my eyes 
and ran down my cheeks. I said, 
“Praise the Lord, young man, I am 
_.80 glad to hear you say that, for I 
happen to be the one who was 
talking to you. I will confess, after 
you were gone the devil tried to 
make me think you were not saved, 
for it all took place in such a short 


“Well, I am saved,” he said. 

Immediately the man was made 
whole. How? Simply by taking 
God at HIS WORD, that is all. By 
simply trusting JESUS, HIS FIN- 
ISHED WORK at CALVARY. Just 
as the man at the Pool of Bethesda 
to whom Jesus was speaking was 
immediately made whole, by simply 
taking Him at His WORD. 

My dear reader friend, I am won- 
dering if you are saved. That is, 
if you have been BORN AGAIN? 
The ONLY WAY you can have any 
REAL ENJOYMENT in this life, 
the ONLY way you can go to 
Heaven, is by being “Born Again.” 
It does not make any difference 
how good you are, or how far you 
may have gone in sin, you need 
salvation, you need to be “Born 
Again.” Jesus said in John 3:3: 

“Bacept a man be BORN 

AGAIN, he CANNOT SEE the 

kingdom of God.” 

You can be saved just like the 
young man on the street corner, 
any time, any place, that you are 
willing to recognize yourself as a 
lost sinner, condemned to die, and 
you cannot save yourself, but that 
CHRIST DIED FOR YOU and 
WILL SAVE YOU if YOU WILL 
ONLY TRUST HIM. (Read again 
the verses I gave to the young 
man.) My friend, if you are not 
saved, YOU ARE LOST, YOU ARE 
ON YOUR ROAD TO HELL. But 
JESUS says to you, “Wilt thou 
~ be made whole?” Jesus WILL 
SAVE you. He WANTS to save 
you. Yes, HE LONGS to save you. 
You do not have to beg Him to do 
what He longs above everything 
else in this world to do for you, 
that is, save your soul. Jesus says 
in John 6:37: 


“Him that COMETH TO 
ME, I will IN NO WISE cast 
out.” 

Will you not, my sinner friend, 
COME to Him NOW? STOP 
RIGHT WHERE YOU ARE. Pray 
this simple prayer, “Oh, God, be 
merciful to me a sinner and save 
me for Jesus’ sake.’ The Bible 
Says in Romans 10:13: 


“For WHOSOEVER shall 
call upon the name of the Lord, 
SHALL BE SAVED.” 
(SHALL BE, not might, nor can, 
but SHALL BE SAVED.) 
. Praise God HE WILL SAVE 
YOU. God cannot lie. Just BE- 
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tion is in First Timothy 2:11, 12, 
which says: 
“*Let the women learn in 
silence with all subjection. 
“*But I suffer not a woman 


to teach, nor to usurp au- 

thority over the man, but to 

be in silence.’ 

“Again we are told that a wom- 
an is to learn in silence in the 
services, that a woman is not al- 
lowed to teach, nor to usurp au- 
thority over man. No woman is 
ever to take a place of leadership 
and authority over men in the 
Lord’s work. Women may testify 
and give their own experience, I 
think, and praise, but are never 
to speak as teaching the congrega- 
tion or exhorting them or preach- 
ing to them. Women may pray, I 
judge, in a circle of prayer where 
each brings his own burden; but 
no woman is to speak with au- 
thority to carry the burden of the 
whole congregation to God in 
prayer. A woman might teach 
other women, or children, as we 
plainly see from Titus 2:3-5. A 
woman may do personal work, a 
woman may visit the poor, and win 
souls, and sing; but a woman is 
certainly never to take a place of 
leadership in a church, either teach- 
ing men, or teaching young men, or 
teaching a mixed class, or as being 
a pastor or leader over men or over 
the whole church, 

“2. The second evidence is that 
throughout the Bible women are 
commanded to be in subjection to 
their own husbands, to submit to 
their husbands, to reverence their 
husbands, to obey their husbands. 
See Genesis 3:16; Ephesians 5:22- 
33; Titus 2:5; I Peter 3:1-7. And 
the Scripture makes clear that 
woman was originally made as a 
helpmeet, an assistant, and never 
as a ruler over men. Women are 
not on an equality with men in 
executive and ruling gifts. The 
way God made woman, according 
to the Bible, disqualifies her for 
leadership in the church. 

“3. The third evidence that no 
woman is ever in her right place 
to be a pastor, is the example of 
the Bible. There were twelve 
apostles, and not a single one of 
them was a woman. There were 
many pastors and evangelists in 
the New Testament times, and nev- 
er a single one of them was a 
woman. God used the same plan 
in the home fields and on the mis- 
sion fields. Women, in the Bible, 
never were in charge of congre- 
gations, never did the work of 
preaching evangelists, never were 
in charge of work involving men. 
Women are not to rule over men 
or have authority over men. 


“Remember that prophetesses in 
the Bible were, like prophets, 
simply those who got a message 
from God and delivered it, usually 
to an individual. We do not know 
of a single case in the Bible where 
any woman addressed a public con- 
gregation, giving her prophecy. 
Since the Bible so many times for- 
bids that kind of thing, we may 
feel sure that women did not. No, 
there were no women pastors, no 
women apostles, no women evan- 
gelists, in the Bible. Women won 
souls, waited on sick people and 
the poor; they did personal work 
and sang; they were filled with the 
Spirit; they taught other women 
and taught children, but they did 
not take the work as pastor of a 
church or an evangelist, or any 
other place that involved authority 
or public ministry to mixed groups 
including men. 

“4. A fourth evidence might be 
drawn from experience, and from 
the great harm that has come to 
the cause of Christ from women 
preachers. Remember that Chris- 
tian Science, Spiritualism, Seventh 
Day Adventism were founded by 


LIEVE IT, and CONFESS IT, and 
IMMEDIATELY THOU SHALT

“The American Hygiene Associ- 
ation, with forty social hygiene 
executives from sixteen states, in 
a three-day conference in New 
York City, November 28, heard the 
president of the Association, Dr. 
Ray Lyman Wilbur, declare that 
‘the use of liquor by young persons 
tended to increase the rate of 8o- 
cial disease in this country.’ 

“With the advent of roadhouses, 
‘hot spot’ floor shows, swanky 
cocktail bars, there has been an 
astounding increase in social dis- 
ease cases. 

“People everywhere are alarmed, 
and with good reason, for venereal 
disease is one of the three major 
killers in America. 

“Clinics are busy trying to sal- 
vage lives broken in body, mind 
and soul by this monster. Why not 
apply preventative remedies, one 
of which is to take away from 
youth the easy facilities for pro- 
miscuous drinking of liquor which 
now obtain under repeal. 

“New York City’s rapid increase 
of 25 per cent in social disease 
cases is indicative of the increase 
throughout the nation. Marie de 
Mario, statistician for the Bureau 
of Social Hygiene of the Health 
Department of the city, told the 
Association that while about 75,000 
cases were reported in 1936, the 
indicated cases for 1937 is about 
100,000 cases. Venereal disease 
clinics have incréased in number 
from 49 weekly in 1935 to 119 
weekly in 1937. 

In the meantime, saloons that 
cater to youth and to men and 
women who have ‘drunk to excess, 
are carrying on!

women preachers and teachers. 
When you remember the harm done 
by Mary Baker Eddy, Mrs. Mc- 
Pherson, the Fox Sisters, and many 
others, you may be led to feel that 
they were out of their place. 
Doubtless the greatest harm caused 
by women preachers is that they 
so debase the public’s conception 
of the ministry that men feel no 
desire to enter it. How much harm 
has come from unrestrained emo- 
tions, hysterics, unseemly confu- 
sion, and .the false doctrine where 
the overwhelming majority of 
preachers are women, as in the 
Pentecostal movement. One of the 
worst things about man’s way, 
however good, is that it is a sub- 
stitute for God’s way, and prevents 
the great blessings God would give 
in many cases. 

However, it is best not to go by 
our own judgment or experience, 
but simply to abide by the plain, 
unmistakable teaching of the Bible. 
No church is in the will of God nor 
following the New Testament when 
it has a woman pastor. And it may 
expect to have the trouble that al- 
ways comes when we get out of 
the will of God and try man’s way 
instead of God's way, if it gets a 
woman pastor. 
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judged every man according to 


their works. And death and hell 
were cast into the lake. of fire. 
This is the second death. And who- 
soever was not found written in the 
book of life was cast into the lake 
of fire.’ 

“When that stupendous event, 
the last great assize, takes place, 
I shall be there with the Lord. But 
I shall not stand in front of that 
great white throne to be judged, 
for all my judgment passed when 
those two arms were outstretched 
on Calvary, when, as a poet has 
said: 

‘The wrath of God which was

“He has said, as you have it 
in your Roman Catholic version of 
the Scriptures in John 5:24, ‘Amen, 
amen, I say to you, he who hears 
my Word and believes him who 
sent me has eternal life, and comes 
not into judgment but is passed 
out of death into life.’ But though 
I shall not come into judgment for 
my sins, I shall be with Christ in 
that day, for we are told that the 
saints shall judge the world, and 
shall even judge angels! And if 
I have not found you among the 
redeemed at the Lord’s return, I 
shall look over that vast sea of 
faces which will come from all the 
graveyards of earth and from the 
depths of the sea; and if you have 
lived and died trusting for your 
salvation in the church, in its sac- 
raments, in your prayers, your 
charity, or your good deeds, I will 
see you there—a poor lost soul, and 
I will see the awful look that will 
come over your face as the blessed 
Lord shall say to you, ‘Depart from 
me, ye cursed, into everlasting fire 
prepared for the devil and his an- 
geis’!”’ 

“God forbid! God forbid!” he 
fairly cried aloud. He was trem- 
bling in his excitement. 

I put my hand upon his shoul- 
der tenderly, ‘“Yes, God forbid, for 
in order that it might not be, Jesus 
died! He died for you — He, the 
sinless One was made sin for you 
that you might become the right- 
eousness of God in Him.

It is 
His blood, or is it your own merits? 
In which do you trust?” 

He was silent a moment or two.

It happens that I was in Dallas 
nearly eight years. I preached the 
same when I went there as when 
I left. Many Masons and other 
lodge people and the modernists 
and the booze crowd and some 
others didn’t like it the first year or 
the eighth year. Many lodge mem- 
bers quit their lodges, and many 
drunkards quit their booze. It was 
a happy time with perhaps 7,000 
or 8,000 professions of faith. But 
the widespread calls for revivals 
increased until the pressure be- 
came conclusive evidence it was 
from God. With the new church 
completed, the burden lifted, and 
I got the Lord’s clear leading to 
come to the wider field. The church 
called as pastor a fine man of God 
on my recommendation. His doc- 
trinal position, and his position on 
separation from the world, includ- 
ing lodges, is just the same as 
mine. The church is happy and 
prosperous under his leadership. 
Meantime, God has given to this 
unworthy editor three times more 
calls for revival work than he can 
accept. He is booked nearly a 
year ahead with literally dozens of 
invitations lying on his desk that 
cannot be accepted because of lack 
of time. 

One cannot believe what is pub- 
lished in the Fundamentalist. That 
is why I quit writing for it, as 
did Dr. Riley, Dr. Ketcham, and 
many others, and why I barred it 
from my home, though it came 
without my subscribing for it. 

Christian people ought not to 
read slander sheets, irresponsible 
publications by boasting men so 
often proven guilty of libel, self- 
seeking, malice and falsification of 
facts.
